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MINUTES 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 
JANUARY  19,  1984 
STANBRO  HALL 

PRESENT:   Pres.  Osborn,  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter,  Exec.  Vice  Presidents  Lydon,

Meeting  opened  at  10:15  A.M.  with  prayer  by  Vice  Pres.  Mango. 

Pres.  Osborn  called  for  a  moment  of  silence  for  Sec.-Treas.  Emeritus  Loughlin, 
who  is  hospitalized  following  a  heart  attack. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  Executive  Officers  meetings  of  past  month. 

Vice  Pres.  Faherty  questioned  one  of  the  items  on  the  minutes  of  the  Executive 
Officers  meeting  regarding  the  Council  recommendation  for  the  Board  of 
Conciliation  and  Arbitration  and  asked  how  many  people  were  involved  in 
wanting  to  be  considered.   Pres.  Osborn  answered  there  were  12  people. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  Executive  Officers  meeting  of  past  month.   Passed 
unanimously. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Osborn  outlined  his  activities  over  the  past  month  as  follows: 

-  He  went  to  Connecticut  to  study  Workers  Comp.  Program  and  their 
rehabilitation  efforts. 

-  Attended  a  reception  at  the  Brockton  Museum  of  Art.   This  was  an 
interesting  time  and  he  met  the  Personnel  Directors  of  the  South  Shore  Chamber 
of  Commerce.   Discussed  the  danger  of  all  the  foreign  imports  with  these 
people. 

-  Met  with  the  Health  Cost  Care  Containment  people  to  see  that  Chapter 
372  lives  up  to  its  promises.   This  organization  has  been  joined  by  the  Health 
Forum  people  and  will  work  together  to  see  that  the  best  interests  of  all 
workers  are  protected. 

-  Attended  meeting  on  Dislocated  Workers 

-  Attended  meeting  on  the  Future  of  Boston  Harbor /water  problems,  etc. 
discussed  . 

-  Workers  Comp.  meetings  have  taken  place  and  Pres.  Osborn  has  been 
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working  daily  on  plans  for  the  future  in  this  area.   The  final  hearings,  he 
told  the  Council,  were  to  take  place  that  afternoon  at  the  State  House  and 
Pres.  Osborn  took  this  opportunity  to  thank  Chairman  Farmer,  Vice  Pres.  Mahar 
and  other  Committee  members  for  all  their  efforts  in  the  area  of  Workers  Comp. 

Pres.  Osborn  read  a  letter  from  a  victim  of  the  current  Workers  Comp. 
system  which  showed  what  is  going  on  —  He  said  this  was  just  one  of  thousands 
of  cases  where  a  worker  is  getting  a  poor  deal  under  the  present  system. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  work  is  continuing  under  the  B.C.  grant  and 
Maureen  Ferris,  stationed  at  Mass.  AFL-CIO  headquarters,  is  doing  a  fine  job. 
She  has  completed  her  work  at  the  ILG  and  is  currently  working  on  the  problems 
at  the  Shipyard . 

-  Chairman  Heffernan  of  our  Industrial  Union  Council  will  notify  the 
locals  of  upcoming  meeting. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  Pam  Burns  has  been  placed  on  the  Mondale 
campaign  to  develop  Women's  issues. 

Pres.  Osborn  reminded  the  members  that  the  February  4th  rally  at  the  Boston 
Park  Plaza  should  be  attended  by  all  — he  urged  participation,  asked  for 
people  and  union  signs  to  be  visible  —  great  media  coverage  on  that  day. 

Much  discussion  followed  on  the  February  4th  event  regarding  signs,  where  the 
Vice  Presidents  should  sit,  etc.  Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  plans 
have  not  yet  been  finalized. 

Vice  President  Chigas  expressed  desire  to  meet  Mondale. 

MMS  to  accept  President's  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT 

Financial  report  noted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  the  last  payment  to  the  Park  Plaza  for  the 
Convention  has  been  made. 

With  regard  to  the  per  capita,  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  reminded  the  Council  that 
the  reason  it  was  smaller  was  that  the  current  report  shows  only  monies 
received  and  dues  coming  in  after  the  report  will  show  next  month. 

With  regard  to  the  Membership  Report,  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  reported  that  all 
was  normal  except  for  ACTWU,  and  since  Ed  Clark  was  not  present,  this  could 
not  be  accounted  for.   Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  will  check  on  this  with  Vice 
Pres.  Clark. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  that  the  Ad  Book  results  are  very  good  with  a 
current  intake  of  $25,848,  with  hopes  to  attain  $40,000  to  $50,000  by  April. 
Urged  more  support  from  the  locals. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  gave  a  report  on  Plant  Closings,  saying  that  he  felt  our 
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position  has  weakened  over  the  past  month.   This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  some 
of  the  people  on  the  Commission  who  he  felt  were  with  us,  have  shown 
otherwise.   Some  key  people  in  the  legislature  -  Rep.  Bassett  and  Gallagher, 
Senator  D'Amico  are  with  us.  Much  discussion  followed  on  the  Commission, 
their  goals  and  what  the  Vice  Presidents  on  the  Council  can  do  to  help; 
mainly,  the  Vice  Presidents  should  express  their*  support  by  writing  a  letter 
to  the  Governor  requesting  adequate  pre-notif ication  legislation  and  health 
care  for  the  dislocated  workers.   The  Secretary-Treasurer  requested  that  each 
Vice  President  send  a  copy  of  their  letter  to  the  Governor  to  him  for  his 
information. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  reminded  those  on  the  Council  who  have  not  had  a  chance 
to  pick  up  their  Christmas  gifts  to  do  so  by  dropping  by  his  office. 

Vice  Pres.  Mills  asked  the  Secretary-Treasurer  what  the  Voter  Registration 
Fund  was  and  he  explained  that  it  is  made  up  of  2  cents  per  month  out  of  our 
per  capita  tax.   This  goes  into  the  fund  which  we  use  for  COPE  donations  and 
political  expenses.   It  is  not  used  strictly  for  Voter  Registration. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  read  a  letter  to  the  Council  from  Vice  President  Paul  Winslow  who 
is  resigning  from  the  Council  to  accept  a  new  position  in  the  ILG  in  St. 
Louis.  As  decided  at  the  last  Council  meeting,  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that 
Celia  Leshyk  of  the  ILG  will  replace  Paul. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  reported  that  final  legislation  on  December  31st  gave  labor  a 
victory  in  that  we  now  have  representation  on  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Discussion  followed  on  the  climate  in  the  legislature  with  the  current 
situation  between  Kevarian  and  McGee.   Director  Foley  advised  that  we  are  all 
trying  our  best  to  work  in  this  difficult  period  of  time. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  in  1984  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  will  be  concerned  mainly 
with  four  pieces  of  legislation: 

1)  Workers  Compensation  -  This  is  the  year  for  a  labor  victory  in  this 
area. 

2)  Plant  Closing  Legislation 

3)  VDT's 

4)  Voter  Registration 

Director  Foley  advised  that  another  struggle  may  be  coming  up  on  Prevailing 
Wage  and  we  must  be  ever  vigilant  on  this  issue.   Discussion  followed  on  this. 

COPE  REPORT 

Dir.  Foley  reminded  the  Council  of  the  February  4th  rally  at  the  Park  Plaza 


Hotel  for  presidential  candidate  Mondale.   Urged  support  of  all  local  unions. 
Asked  each  local  to  submit  a  name  of  a  contact  person  to  coordinate  efforts  in 
this  campaign.   Discussion  followed  on  plans  for  rally  -  banners  and  union 
signs. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  on  February  3rd  there  will  be  a  COPE  conference  at 
the  Sheraton  Boston  Hotel.   Urged  attendance  at  the  workshops. 

Director  Foley  discussed  the  delgate  selection  process  with  regard  to  the 
upcoming  Democratic  Convention.   Said  mailing  would  be  going  out  soon  on  this 
subject . 

Vice  President  Mills  advised  that  the  Women's  Committee  is  making  postcard 
registration  a  priority  issue.   Director  Foley  said  that  although  the  Council 
will  support  postcard  registration,  he  does  not  feel  it  will  become  a  reality 
because  of  a  lack  of  support  in  the  legislature.   Vice  Pres.  Alman  agreed  with 
Dir.  Foley. 

Dir.  Foley  advised  that  the  January  26th  meeting  in  Springfield  will  serve  to 
explain  details  of  this  delegate  selection  process  to  anyone  interested. 

Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Evers  asked  that  the  Council  to  hold  off  on  any  efforts  in 
the  prevailing  wage  area,  since  he  plans  to  set  up  a  meeting  with  Saundra 
Graham  and  Doris  Bunte,  and  also  Royall  Boiling.   Pres.  Osborn  said  he  will 
respect  Evers'  request  and  the  Council  will  proceed  with  this  in  mind. 

Vice  Pres.  Alman  asked  what  the  position  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  would  be  with 
regard  supporting  a  candidate  for  Sen.  Tsongas's  seat.   He  feels  we  should  all 
hold  back  our  commitment  to  any  one  person  at  this  time  until  things  are  more 
clear  as  to  exactly  who  is  running,  etc.   Vice  Pres.  Alman  said  he  has  been 
contacted  with  regard  to  just  who  he  will  support. 

Pres.  Osborn  agreed  with  Vice  Pres.  Alman  in  his  thinking   —  the  Council 
should  not  endorse  anyone  at  this  time  since  a  lot  of  "friends  of  Labor"  plan 
to  run  for  this  seat. 

Vice  Pres.  Post  advised  that  a  brother  from  his  union,  Mike  O'Shea  is  runing 
for  a  City  Councillor's  seat  in  his  area  and  urged  support. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  usually  we  do  not  get  into  the  City  Councillor's 

races.   Also  advised  that  we  may  have  an  active  trade  unionist  running  for  the 

State  Senate,  Leo  Purcell  out  of  Local  103,  who  will  be  running  against 
Senator  Kirby. 

MMS  ro  accept  the  COPE  report.   Passed  unaimously. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  Scholarship  kits  are  being  put  together  and  will 
be  mailed  out  shortly. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  there  is  a  problem  with  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  program 
since  the  dates  conflict  with  the  Building  Trades  conference  on  April  2nd  in

Washington,  D.C.   Plans  are  underway  to  change  the  interview  date  for  the 
candidates  from  the  Building  Trades. 

With  regard  to  Gompers-Murray,  decisions  are  being  made  regarding  workshops. 
Because  of  a  labor  dispute  at  the  Sea  Crest,  the  conference  will  this  year  be 
held  at  the  Sheraton  Regal  in  Hyannis.    Dates  of  the  Gompers-Murray-Meany 
Seminar  are:   May  23,  24  and  25,  1984. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Michael  Tarallo  who,  in  Giro  Cardinal's  absence,  gave 
a  report  on  Union  Label.   Mr.  Tarrallo  urged  more  support  of  the  locals  and 
showed  the  Council  the  material  (literature  and  bumper  stickers)  that  he  going 
to  mail  to  all  the  affiliates.   Dues  are  only  $48.00  a  year  for  each  local. 
Tentative  plans  are  also  being  made  by  Union  Label  to  institute  a  service 
whereby  they  can  make  up  signs  and  banners  for  any  local  interested ,  for 
conventions,  etc.   Mr.  Tarallo  noted  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Mass. 
Union  Label  is  very  poor  at  present  and  they  need  help  in  the  form  of 
increased  membership. 

Vice  Pres.  Leahy  asked  how  much  would  be  realized  if  each  affiliate  joined. 
Mr.  Tarallo  said  approximately  $24,000. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Russell  Campbell,  the  1984  Labor  Picnic  Coordinator, 
who  gave  an  update  on  the  planning  of  the  Labor  Day  Picnic.  A  possible  site 
for  the  picnic  is  the  Univ.  of  Mass.,  Boston,  and  the  date  is  September  3, 
1984.  He  urged  all  the  Vice  Presidents  on  the  Council  to  take  100  raffle 
tickets  each  for  their  locals. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  for  volunteers  for  a  Site  Committee  to  investigate  places 
to  have  the  picnic. 

MMS  to  mail  out  100  picnic  raffle  tickets  to  each  Vice  President.   Passed 
unanimously. 

MMS  to  refer  communications  of  this  Council  meeting  to  the  Executive  Officers 
for  consideration  and  action.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Mills  requested  that  the  Council  donate  $100  so  that  the  Women's 
Committee  can  participate  in  the  80th  Anniversary  of  the  Women's  Trade  Union 
League.  This  program  will  take  place  March  4th.  The  history  of  the  Women's 
trade  union  movement  will  be  prominent  as  well  as  information  on  the  VDT 
problem,  which  will  be  the  women's  issue  for  1984. 

MMS  to  grant  $100  to  Women's  Committee  for  above  purpose.   Passed- unanimously.
